The plan advanced by Bernard M. Baruch for world 
recovery is marked with the same hard sense and clear 
vision that his advice in previous years has been. This 
time he advocates an eleven point program which in the 
main is logical, and possible. 
Mr. Baruch's plan will meet with opposition from 
both capital and labor it would seem. Capital will pro­ 
test an excess profits tax bill and labor will protest any 
controls upon wages. Likewise the farm bloc will oppose 
any plan to roll back food prices. In addition he calls for 
a moratorium on cuts in income taxes. 
A two year peace production drive is yrged, a union 
of nations to guarantee against aggression, a realistic set­ 
tlement pf all prewar and inter-governmental debts and 
tha United States to purchase all surplus non-perishable 
raw materials produced anywhere in the next five years. 
There are other points but these seem to* be the crux 
o( the plan. 
Unfortunately Mr. Baruch’s plan comes in an elec­ 
tion year, a year when it is doubted if the advice of the 
Angtl GabrieLwould be accepted by either party. 
The Baruch plan would call for some spending by 
the United States. It might even inclnde some sacrifices 
by Americans, but the program seems to be pointed at 
world recovery and world peace. These are worthy money 
and sacrifices temporarily. 
Mr. Baruch's advice and counsel have been invaluable 
to several presidents of the United States in past years. 
His plan,now is worthy of serious consideration by the 
American Congress and by the American people. 
He has nothing to gain personally by it, nothing more 
than the satisfaction of having helped a staggering world 
to its feet. It is a plan that should be considered outside 
the realm of politics. 
But this is an election year.

Beal incomes, measured in terms of the buying power 
of 1935-39 dollars, have fallen somewhat since the war 
ended. So has the quantity of goods and services bought. 
The stock market has never been the same since the 1929 
crash and stocks are still well below the peak averages 
of two decades ago. Wholesale prices and living costs are 
up. Inflation is on thé march. 
These danger signals make Americans apprehensive 
of another crash. Despite warning signs, the American 
economy in 1947 was breaking all-time records by the 
dosen. Industrial production of non-war goods reached a 
new peak. So did deposits and money in circulation. So, 
after a sharp postwar break, did exports—though im­ 
ports, which balanced exports until 1937, were less than 
half of them in 1947. 
Income of farmers, entrepreneurs and corporations 
reached new highs'. After a drop in 1946, wages and sal­ 
aries did likewise. But these gains were measured in in­ 
flated 1947 dollars. Employment was the highest ever. 
Business failures were low. 
The government’s budget was balanced for the first 
time since the depression kept Hoover from balaucing it. 
Federal government receipts were $40,000,000,000, com­ 
pared to $2,000,000,000 during Hoover’s last year in of­ 
fice. Federal government employment dropped 23 per 
cent below the wartime peak, but was still more than 
double the prewar figure. 
Both residential and industrial construction, which 
began to rise sharply before Piarl Harbor, fell off as the 
war progressed. Since the war construction figures have 
climbed sharply. Time lost in strikes was at prewar fig­ 
ures during the war, extremely high in 1946 and dropped 
after the Taft-Hartley Law was passed in 1947. 
From such data as this, confirmed prophets have 
been trying to predict wrhat will happen in 1948.

Railroads Need 
200,000 New Cars 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—Con­ 
struction of 10,000 freight cars a 
month for at least two years was 
urged by a Senate Interstate Com­ 
merce subcommittee to relieve a 
national shortage. 
Completing a year’s study in 
which it heard 165 witnesses from 
20 atates and compiled a record of 
995 pages, the group said such a 
program is necessary to increase 
the nation’s supply of boxcars and 
open top cars by 100,000 units 
each. 
The report said severe shortage 
conditions resulted at least in part 
from failure of the War Produc­ 
tion Board and Civilian Production 
Administration to allocate enough 
! steel for freight car builders and
